hey meanins. Now{(beholde ) ſhe hath 7NOt i eſted COMs 
tent With this, (which indeede is enou2h) but, (to pre- 
vent the ignorant obſtmacy of all Opponents) [he hath 
declared, by a compariſon of equallity, the extent and 
amplitude of her predication : and jaith, The Church 
of Rome is (o farre wide from thenature of the 
true Church, as nothing can be more. Whereby 
we Siler fond that, ſhee conceines the preſent T 0- 
miſh (arch to bee wholly deſtitute of every ( the. 
leaſt) jot or tittle of the nature, and eſſence of the 
true ( hurch : for ſoit is with every Society, Which is 
ſo farre wide from the nature of the true (hurch, as 
nothing can bee more. 
Now, what title ſhall we vine to this deed? Under 6 
what head ſhall hee ranke this offence? what puniſha 
ment or degree of puniſhment doe they deſerne? Sure- 
ly it is -not within the power of my Underſtanding, 
nor in the nature of my place, and condition, (finally)

Theſe Opponents doe tell vs, (and we muſt ſay ſo 


£60, if wee will beleene them ) that, Iris charity to- 
wards the Romith Church that hatched this deed: 
but we muſt not truſt them, the father and the childe 
are fo onlike. What does charity bid them hate their 
friend? Lones he indeed, that pulleth out his Mothers 
heart to gine life to ber vowed foe * Theſe Opponents 
may ſay ſo : becauſe this their deed ſorts with it, but, 
he that hath his eyes in his head , will reckon them a« 
mon?ſt that number who caſteth about firebrands, 
and deadly things, and ſaith I am in jelt, Prov. 
26.19. jf then their charity was vnfcroned, they 
would lone their Mother firſt, and others after, and 
in relation vnto her : ſeems then, theſe Opponents 
doe not [o,but the contrary we muſt conclude, not their 
charity, but, their contention, formed this deed.

N OW, 7 hope 7 may alſo without reproofe, ſhew 
ſome other reaſon whereupon to moue you. If this deed 
be let p1ſſe without controle, ſee what will follow. 1. 
Orr enemies of the Romiſh Church will triumph over 
os, and thus they will areue: With you is not the 
true ( barch, for where that is, there is ontty, anda 
meanes of vuity in all matters of faith : but theſe are 
not with you : for ſee, your ( hurch beleeveth that the 
KR omijh Church hath not the nature of the true 
( hurch, yet two of yours, yea & after their ſubſcripe 
#9m,doe outface ber with the contradifory, & carry

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it away when they haue done , no man ſayes black is 
their eye. 2. The ſalvation of the onſtable, & ons 
wiſe Will be really hindred : ſuch a man will ſay vnto 
onr Church; if you taught mee the way to life , 
doubtleſſe you would agree m it or ſuppreſſe the gains 
fayers : ſeeing therefore you doe neither the one, nor 
the other, wee muſt conclude, that the way to life is 
not with you, & conſequently it is no where, for in 
your tndoement, the Romiſh Church hath it not ; or 
(at leaſt) men of good parts might ſay; if you agree 
not vpn the way to heaven, then tis hopeleſſe for <3 
to findeit ; becauſe, with you are the aged in yeeres, 
great in experience, abundant in learning,conſtderate 
in reſolving, <3 in the office of governing: if our hopes 
to finde heaven be vaine, & idle,Why ſhall we beſtow 
our paines that wayes? who would labour Without pro- 
fit? who would lay ont his ſalver to fill his belly wit! 
the Eaſt winde? Surely no man: wherefore here 15 our 
reſt, ſecing there is no profit in the ſervice of God We 
will determine With our ſelves & ſay, We carc not 
for the knowledge of the molt high, let vs caſt 
his lawes behind vur back;let vs care,and drink, 
for to morrow wee ſhall die. 3. The glory of our 
Church (at leaſt) is abated, nay, I may truly ſay, hi; 
beauty is ſtayned with an eye-ſore,tco vgly to be looked 
pon. He that caſteth dirt in his Mothers face,where- 


in nothing is wanting for feature,or complexion, (hall

hane little thankes for his labour : what then ſhall hee 
bee accounted, that ſcratcheth her, till ſhee bleedes ? 
Nay more, that pulleth off, & treadeth -oner foote, 
all the ornaments of her countenance * If our Oppo- 
nents 2aue the lye to a man of honeſt reputation, hee 
ſhould diſgrace him not a little ; but if hee charged 
him with that lye, to the lofſe of his credit for ever we 
know he ſhould hurt him finally, «x for ever. But 
thus (7 ſay) if no better then on this manner, deale 
theſe Opponents with their Mother the Church of 
England : ſhee hath determined what muſt bee held 
in certaine points of religion, C0 in that her counte- 
nance exceeds in beauty; becauſe ſhe did ſo determine, 
for the avoiding of contention, and ſetling of Peace: 
Peace, (yca Peace) that wiſage of Peace, the moſt 
lowely, delizhtfull, and acceptable countenance, of all 
countenances : yet -beholde, &x ceaſe not to wonder, 
our two Opponents will not keepe this peace, they have 
broken downe the walls of that fortreſſe, what ſhee 
intended for Tontty, & concord they divert to frafti- 
on, and diſcord, es fo hane robbed her, of her godly, 
& beautious feature, ex* complexion. Nay, which is 
more, they haue 2iven her that lye, which will /tick to 
ber ribbs for ever ,oithout the exemplary puniſhment 
of theſe offendours: for if sbe be falſe in her greateſt 
children, for learning, gravity, wiſedome, &© piety, 
all met together, when they gaue that witneſſe; then

for marke, if they ſcape with this deed, who will not 
thus argue * If Oppoſers in matters cf faith bee not 
reck ned offedours, then Oppoſers in matters of State 
_ muſt be hel.1 innocent, ſeeing the firſt is of more dans 
eros conſequence then the ſecond. Tf wee may. op- 
poſe the State, who vv4ll obey * ſeeing liberty is Let- 
ter fancied th.n ſubiefion, 7f vvce are freed from 
obedience, then fareyvell government : ſeemg,t9 2% 
Tverne, C> to obey, are ſuch relatines as doe ſtand,& 
fall together. If then; governing &> obcyino be taken 
ayvay, ali thmgs come to confuſion. As then vvee 
will award deftruction to our ( hurch, & Commons 
vyealth, ſomuſt yve open our ſelaes before you, & 
eraue your aſ9jtance. | 

Hithertol hane opened our cauſe, the reaſon of 
our requeſt, it remamneth, (as ſome men vvould co!t- 
cetue) that I mone You alſo to the manner vÞherein to 
proceed in the cauſe ; but, Taltogether decline that,

fuch aſſurance haue Tof the abundant wiſiomejudoed 
mynt, lea» ning, & providence vvhich dy vetleth a- 
m1 ſt you, that in my ſelfe I bluſh to. thinke of that 
deed. Someperhaps would incourage mee to provoke 
you toredreſſe this evill by force of Argument, but 
that pleaſeth me as little : becauſe I know the trueth 
of God remaineth with you, &> therewithall the loue 
of the trueth;; ſo as, you cannot be neolicent in this 
buſineſſe : ſeeing the loxe of the trueth cauſeth ſuch 
as hane it, to doe nothins againſt the trueth, but for 
it, I am aſſured, the voice of (+briſt when he comes to 
Iudge the world,does perpetually ſound im your eares; 
even 4s if by lively 2 perſmnall voice, you heard him 
ſay : Thou good Steward, and fairhfull, rhou 
haſt beene faichfull in a lictle, I will make thee 
Rulcr over much, enter into your Malters joy. 
Shall T tell you, no hindrance lyeth in your way, 
that may diſcourage you from this worke * No, 10: 
that is altozether needleſſe. Wherefore 7 hane no 
more to ſay, but (in the words of God hiniſelfe: )Goc 
onin this thy ſtrength, thou mighty man : for 
God is with you. And we,for our parts ,doe lem 
royfull expeation,of a 209d,t7 a happy iſſue, becauſe 
wveknow, God is the authour of trueth, and his 
eyc-lids preſcrue pure knowledge, at whole art.

anſwering vnto ſome points, which 
concerne the matter in ( ommon. 


Eader, Iam compelled to make a Preface 
to the following diſputation, by a double 
law. The one 1s, perpetuall cultome vied 
PF in this caſe, from which I may not vary ; 
the other 1s, the matter it ſelfe: ſome things 
( in our preſent Opponents) are tranſcen- 
dent,and bclong vnto the whole matter, in 
ſ\uch an vniverſe,and common manner,that 
T could not anſwere them in any one particular paſſage : yet, it 
behooved me to giue thee ſatisfation in them. 

Our preſent Opponents doe feeme to triumph, as if the cauſe 
1 queſtion were cleerly theirs, fo as, even we our ſelves at the 
firſt ſight might ſeeme ynreaſonable,if we thought not ſotoo. 

They leade vs with huge mountaines of contumelious re- 
proaches,and in concluſton, they cſtecm vs no better then to be 
Either laug ht, ont or deſſiſed: So as, they account Their depra= 
Cation and defence, a thing cdiſcended wnto 1m courteſie : 
for thcmſciues they haue another note, /n/r#ers they are, and 
their Treatiſes are 10 grue /nſtruf10n, If you will know the rea- 
{on why, they tell vs alſo : Inthem, T here #s 4 Sþ111t, and the in- 
Biratin of rbe Almigbty grueth them vnderſtanding, \V herefore, 
they dare and doe provoke, even ( ato him'elfe, to come 119, and 
ſee, and cenſmre, what they baue written and done. If yorr deſire to 
know why they challenge to them{clues theſe high preroga- 
tives, as belonging onel y vnto them, they will notlet you bee 


Wgnoxant, Greas men (lay they) are not alWyayes wiſe, neuber & 
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thc aged ynderitand 1 ndgement, therefore I ſaid, bearken to mite; 
Which rcaſon is yttcrly naught, vnleſte all are fooles but them 
(clues. | 

Wiſe men doe vſe both their eares,and Ihope thou wilt doe 
ſo too, efpecialiy 1 a caule of chis high narure,and conſequence, 
Ifthou wilt doc 1o indecd, I dare aflure thee, that, thou ſhak 
finde, that they haue not vrtered one true word,to their profit, 
or our hurt : for the matter it ſcite, I muſt referre thee to the 
body of the diſputation, for things common thereunto,T will in 
this Preface performe my promule : aid I will begin wich the 
matter that concerncs our {clues. 

We dcfcnd the faith of our Church, ſubſcribed vnto by all 
ours, yca, even by thctc our preſent Opponents, and will they 
laugh uv out, and aeſpiſe vs forthar ? 1s 1t their curtcſic to d-- 
precvie, and defend th: mſelurs agar ft her. We propound the 
queſtion in her termes, and waa {ing'e, ſimple or categoricall 
Tropoſition. We cxplicate the termes of that queſt.on, inthe 
words whercin our Church hath doac it before vs,and where- 
to theſe our Opponents doe conſent and agree. We conclude 
that queſtion, 1n the ſame tuli ſyliogt.me wherein our Church 
hath concluded it, and not varied, come ſhort, or excceded any 
one of her words. We further prouec every part of that Argu- 
micnt, that is, or may be queit. oncd; by the expreſile word of 
God, or by a ncccliary appiicaiuon of the exprefie word of 
God. We defend that Argument of hers,. againlt all oppoſcrs : 
and nnalty, we reduce evcry Argument brought againſt her in- 
to true forine, and ſhew what part we deny, and giue the rca- 
ſon of ſuch deniall, and that wn true forme of are : and muſt 
' we needs be lavght or, ard deſrated for tra 5 If they fay, wee 

uſt be laughed out, and d<{piſed tor any thing, it muſt be for 
theſe: for herin conliſterh our greateſt tolly. It they will hauc vs 
laughcd our for thetc,then I lcauc thee good Reader to be Indge 
berwcene vs:if thou wilt ſay he 1s a toole thar does thus, / br 5 
be the aa) tor this time, becauſe we now want fit opportunity 
to defend our {clues againſt rhem. 

All this while, we haue concca'ed the maine matter which 
they bring againſt VS, IW- write diner ity withest rethurickh, and 
that is ( #n v1 ) cutber maanes, or wpnder.cy, But whether will 
| they 
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mind as yet. Is our ſtile horrid, and harſh, /s « wot quaint , 
and neate enough for our Opponents pallet ? Can we not delight 
their eares with iiggs, and tricks of wit ? Surely thew, we art con- 
rent tobe langbed owt or deſpiſed by our Opponents : for that's 
echeir owne caſe, the one confeſſerh his {tile to be ſuch, and the 
ſtile of the other is ſo indeed. Moreouer theſe Opponents and 
our ſelues may ioy ſo to be vied ; becauſe, all the ichoole-men 
that haue lined in the world ioyne with vs, and goe hand in 
hand with vs the buſines. 

We deale azainft perſons briter then our ſeluts : and therefore 
we want mancr1g,and conſequently we muſt be lavghed ont , and 
deſpiſed for that, But is this true * Doe we oppole our ſelues 
to mens perſons, or qualities and condition* Nothing lefle: 
the queſtion on foote is an Article of faith. A point in Divinity 
wherein the divine authority rylcs the cale ; the perſons, and 
conditions of man can beare W*{way , nor be admitted any 
roome, or place, but for this time let the perſons of men 
come in,and their qualities, honours, and conditions whatſoc- 
ver. Yet we dcale not againſt our betters, for ( to ſay the leaſt ) 
we are in the roome and behalfe of our Church, which wee 
dare preterre before all her Opponents, for they haue {ubſcr:- 
bed vnto her, and thereby they haue acknowledged and done 
homage vnto her Lordhip ,*and Dominion. 

Wee quarrel! the per(ons of men in enuy to their aduancement 
and bonourt : becanſe he that ſaid thus new , ſaid ſo long , . and of- 
ten before , with the approbation of our whole Church repreſema- 
liue , and without blame of them that doe now accuſe bim, But is 
rhis true? our Opponents ſay ſo; but their proofe is inſuh- 
cient, becauſein it ſelfe *ris vntrue , and nought in the infe- 
rence, perhaps their party avouched thus much before , and 
yet not ſcene, or not regarded : for, who would ſulpe& ormit- 
doubt ſuch a friend as he ſeemed, and was accounted ? If 
we were glaſicrs, or the ſonnes ofa glafier , perhaps he might 
{ee our ſecret thoughts and intentions: but, becauſe,we are not, 
we mult not be laugved ext , wor d45ſpiſed ; becauſe we oppole 
not vnto afly mans honour, and adnancement.

If that 
ſtone hir our Mother, theſe Opponents mult /awgh her ext or 
diſpife her for her labour ;- for 'tis ſhee that caſt it, we doe no 
more but iuſtifie her caſting. If theſe Opponents will /angh 
ber o+t, cr as piſe her let them do fo to vs ailo, for good reafon 
theMother,& Child ſhould ſhare alike, 8 ſtand or fall together. 
We cauſe our Church to (uffer, becauſe we fatber a ſtrange and 
vntrue tenant vpon her. Now we know we ſhall not be /a:-gbed 
o#t; nor diſpiſed ; for this : becauſe we ſay of her no more , no 
not one word lef{e, or more then ſhe hath ſaid vnto vs. If thus 
tro impoſe deſerucs {avg her wb then to deny her to ſay 
what indeed ſhe hath ſaid deſefMes langhrer and diſpree ; for the 
cale is the ſame in both. It that be fo, then onr preſent Oppo- 
nents muſt be /azphed 8:1t, and arſpiſed; for they deny her to 
ſay,whart ſhe hath ſaid,& ſo much the more they deferve to bee 
langbed out, and dijprſ-d ;becautc, they deny the thing whercin 
ſencet leife ( even their owne eyes ) doth avow, and cannot 
be deceived, thus tar touching the thing which concernes our 
{clues. : 
Tiecy meane net to ſpeaks aword inb:halfe of the impure Church 
of Rome : but rather, sf it were not done already they would ns 
comer ber nakeanefſe, avd abhoramation', And we are content to 


admit their pretence; becauſe, ſuch deepe proteſtations, and {c-. 


rious&ravingsgocs wirh it; but notwithſtanding they gate 
nothiog, for two reaſons, 1. becaute , their dced cries |bud, 
and inforceth ſtrongly to bring vs backe againe to Romg. I ſay 
to Rome, eyen vnto that Rome, which they call 1pre ;; for, 
if they haue writentruly, no man cat deny to enter commons 


with them, evenin thoſe things which theſe Opponents call 


impure ; becauſe from them we may argue thus, the Romiſh: 
Church can yeild falvation to her members;therfore it is the {a- 


teſt way to ioyn to her, ſeeing all ſides agree in the Antecedent, 


but; »nlafe it 1s,to ioyn with ocher Churches; for *ris doubtful 
ana. 
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and in queſtion, whether ſalvation canthere be had orno z and 
thus ſome of that Church haue reaſoned againſt vs; if any fay, 
with vs is perfe&ion, and puritie of dotrine;with them, ts he- 
reſie, and defeRion, he ſaith Nothing ſ« fficiexs to krepe v5 f 008 
Rome; becauſe, if there were any power herein for that end, t 
1s, becaule, their herefie, and acf:ction, (in the event) 1s able to 
hinder ſalvation : but the Komiſh herelie, and defection, (a6- 
cording to theſe Opponents) is not able (inthe event) to hin- 
der falyation ; becaute, with them The foundatien it held, bich 
hath the property of that wine, Which will not mingle with peyſon, 
thougb a great quaniuty thereof be put wnto jt, jea, fuck an Antte 
dote it is, and a thing ſo ſoueraigne, that, it will deſiroy much pPy»* 
ſon, and at laſt quite overcome it, If all this be true, who would 
not bea Papiſt; {ceing with them we finde enough to pertuade 
vs; for who would not yeeld to tread the way to heaven? and 
nothing to diſlwade ys: tor no wite man will be afraid of the 
thing that cannot hurt him: andfhhis is the caſe betweene the 
Romiſh Church and vs ; iftheſe Opponents r-ay be believed: 
it they ſay, They did notperceiue the iſſue of their doctrine, 
then muſt we blame them as heedlefle, and inconſiderate; what, 
will they be our /uſ/fr«ttcr.? Shall their | reatiſes [erue 18 gine vs 
Inſtrutticn? Shall Cato be compelled ro ccme in, and ſee, and cen« 
ſwe: and yet ſuch fowle, and grofle faults bee committed. 
Morcover, if ſalvation may be had ia the Romiſh Church, and 
,, their hereſfies cannot hinder it, then douttlefle, there is abſo- 
Intely nothing ſwhcient to bar vs their communion: ſecing they 

doe as {trongiy avouch their dottrine to be pure, as thelc O 
pgncnts doe condemne itas impure : In this cafe, what ſhall 
myſt men living doe, ifthey be ſeduced to Popery ? If a Pricſt 
ſhould tay, with vs thou maitt goe to heaven, (as your ownc 
ſide contelle) with vs is nothing to prefle thee downe to hell : 
for, though we were asbad as you make vs,yet by the confeſſi- 
on of yours, we haue an Antidote that in the event will preſerue 
thee from the evill, and reſcrue thee for the good. Laſt!y, it can 
not appeare that we are blamed iuſtly : for, how much you ſay 
againſt vs, ſo much (if not more) we cart fay for vs; we haue 
he Records of all ages for vs, Councels, Fathers, hiſtory, arc 


ſtrong!y on our ſide 5 we haue alledged them, and you cannot 
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gainſay vs: foas, now; either ſatisfic this laſt,or yeeld to ioyne 
wich vs: for, your felues doe teach the two firſt, and you may 
not deny them ; now, inthis caſe, whatcana reaſonable man 
doe t He {ces nothing but doubttull, and duhcult queſtions to 
keepe him from:Popery, and him'.lfe not able to determine 
thoſe doubts; I ſay, who would not reſolue thus ? I will joyne 
with them, not with you ; ſeeing I haue nothing to debarr me, 
but ſome doubtfull queſtions that may be true, and may not be 
true ; yet howloeyer they cannot hurt me. | 

If theſe Opponents would haue vs belicue,(as they greatlyde- 
fire) that, they are enemies to Rewr,and friends to vs, they mult 
haue eſteemed the Church of Rome to want the nature of thar 
Church whereof Chriſt is the head : for,-that makes all ſure, 
that barrs the doore, and ſhutteth vp all entrance vnto her, no 
man will be ſo mad to joyn with that ſocicty, where he knowes 
thc eſſence or nature of Chriſts Church is wanting ; ſceing in 
fach a ſociety, ſalvation cannor be had. It 1s a rule caſe in nature, 
No man will some te bit loſſes and tus a5 tryem tie ſtate of grace gn 
aan Will venture where be fuall loſe heaven. But, becauſe we finde. 
not this, they mult gue vs leaue to oppole them as- enemies, 
not receiue them as friends, leſt their friendſhip turnes to bit- 
terneſſe at the laſt end. 

They would perſuade vs, that, Their opinion of the Romiſh 
Church « burifull unto her, becauſe, therein they quit ber with 
mercy, in ſtead of ber crmelty:: (he condemneth ys wholly, we cou- 
demmne ber but in part, But, this commends their cauſe but litt!e: 
for according to our common Proverbe, Foolife piety ſporles 4 
whole Cit):and this 15 their caſe: Foelsſh is theer pity ;becanſe Gods 
Word; and true reaſon does abborre it, (at leaFt) does not avow':t. 
Spoile it doth, yea the whole City of God, (atleaſt ſo farre as it is 
able) becauſe it opens,. I will not ſay a wicket, but the wideſt 
dooxe to Popery ; and ſtanderth alſo in that doore, and in the 
high wayes like the ſtrumpet, to call in,adulterous lovers; as I 
hauec already ſhewed : butlet this pitty condemne them of cri- 
elty, (as for this time I am:content it ſhall) yet the Romiſh 
Church hath no hurt by it :: for, jt condemnes them of a fault 
in the praftiſe of good manners , . wherein the nature of the. 
Churchconſiſtgth not, it meddles not with their faith, wherein 
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the Church conſiſteth. The truth is, their opinion of the Ror 
miſh Church 1s not loue, nor pitty : for, if it be their due, be” 
cauſe they haue indeed that c{lence, and nature wherewith 
Chritts Church is formed, then it is Iuſtice, (which conſiſteth 
in glving every man his due: ) If it be not thicir due, becauſe they 
want that cfſence or nature wherewith Chrifts Church is for- 
| med, then it is alye, which alwayes is committed, when a man 
pronounceth of a thing otherwiſe then ir is in it ſelfe. 

They plead, That, we wiftake tbew indced,und in the thing they 
agree with v1; beranſe, there 150ne truth natwyall, and another mo+« 
rall; they belde th: queſtion 1 the firt [enſe, and we in the ſecond: 
but, vyon adviſement, and atrue vaderſtanding of th:w, we ſay as 
they doe, and they a1 we ; both concurring un this, that, the Reanſh 
Charch bath the efſence or being of Chrifts Church, but defil:d with 
bereſy, and idolatry. The caſe ſtands not thus, we vnderſtand 
them to ſay,, The Renniſh Church bath that eſſence, and nature 
wherewith tbe Church of Chrift is couftitmted and formed. And vn- 
to this the Church of England,. andall her right bred children 
fay the contradictory, as ſhall evidzatly appeare in the ditputa- 
tion it ſelke, when wepropound, explicate,and agree vpon, the 
ſtate ofthe ane let not our Opponents ſhrowd 
themſelues vnder our ignoraut miſtaking of their meaning in 
the preſent queſtion ; for we ſhall depriue them thereof, and 
leaue them naked ynto the wide world, when we come to the 
place aforeſaid, where the Reader ſhall finde,that we accept the 
queſtion, even in their owne termes,..and as themſelues doe ex- 
plicate, and vnfold « :. wherein.we doe no new thing ; for our 
Church had vſcd the like explication before them, as the Rea- 
der ſhall perceuue in the place forenamed. . Thele things being 
true, (as they are moſt true) ir was a poore ſhift, to caſt vpoa 
vs, the ſhamefull reproach of miſtaking their meaning, as ifywe 
were ignorant, and could not, or malicious, and-would not, or 
over zealous, anddid not, vnderſtand their writing: we vie to 
fay, Better 4 bad ſhift, then noxe-at 4b: and-we may anſwere it 
with the like; A'beweleſſe ſbift, is Wor ſe then neve at all and this 
is the preſene cafe : when all meanes fatle, we maſt be ignorant, 
malicious, or over zealous miltakers ot their meaning, rather 
then they will be Ra falſely ; their doings ſeve- 
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reth friends aſunder, reconcileth not, nor bring them together; 
Hitherto we haue taken as granted, that, theſe Opponents 
doe maintaine a poſition contradictory to our Church, It may 
be, they will deny it, and plead thus for themſclues. 
The Church of £»g/a«d faith thus. 
T he Remiſh Church hath net the nature of the true 
Church, 
VVe lay thus. 
T be \Romiſh Church hath not the nature of 4 true 
Cburch, 

She faith, The Church : we fay, A Chprch. Thane not found 
this exception made as yet by any, yetitis very needtull, that 
Ipropound it, and glue anf{ivere herevnto; Some man ( per- 
hve) will attempt hus eſcape by it; for, vntruthes of this na- 
ture, muſt creepe into the pooreſt corner, rather then remaine 
without ſhelter. Tfthere be no difterrence betweene T7 he na- 
thre of a true Church, and the nature of the true Church, then 
both theſe ſentencesare the ſame, and accordingly , they deny 
what our Church doth aihrme ; but they are the fame, for 
Chriſts Church ( howloever it be taken, and with what word 
ſoever, it be donoted, and ſet out ) is form'd and conſtituted, 
by one and the ſame formall cfience, and being,otherwiſe, there 
ſhould be rwo Churches of Chriſt ſpecifically form'd, and dit- 
terenced : which yet, God never revealed, we never haue read, 
and no man theretore may avouch. Itthe wordſ_ A |} and the 
 word[ 7be ] import one ſpecificall thing, then the Propofitt- 
ons in queſtion are contraditorie : becautic, the ſame predicate 
3Ysaihrmed of the ſame {ubie in the one, and io demied in the 
other : but, both thefe words import the ſame thing; for, a 
perticular Church is called | A Ch cb inthe common vie of 
men ;and ſo it is called [ 7ve Churcb ] by the Apoſtle; The 
Church that 6s in thy koxſe Moreover, though the words| A 
Chzrch ]did make a difference from the words" Ths Church ] 
yet the predicare'part of both theſe prepoſitions are ſtill the 
ſane, for, that difference can be no more, Hen g-nerall or wni- 
 merſal, andperticater, which 'in this place makes no difterence 

in the predicates, whichconſiſteth'( cheifly ) in the rerme n4= 


tre,or ef[cnce ; and that is the ſame inthe Church, takenas a Ca- 
tholicke 
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tholick,or vniuerſall comprehenſion of all the members, wher- 
of the Church conſiſteth, or concelued in perticuler , as It 1s 
bounded, and- limited within one Nation. This I ſay, the 
Church Catbelsk, and the Church Vational, or O Ecornmicall, 
is formed and conſtituted by one and the ſame formall eſſence, 
and being,they only differ materially, whoſe properrie it is , to 
individuate the forme materiated.. And fence. it ſelfe doth 
teach it vs, every ſinguler man, andevery diſtin Nation, and 
all men without exception, haue one and the fame fſpecificall, 
and formall being, Intclligibillitic, and ElleRuallitic,is the fame

prehenſion of many individuall bodics, the other a comprehen- 
ſion of a few individuall bodies, fo is it with Chriſts Church, 
the ſame thing that makes that whole ſoctetie to be Chriſts 
Church ſpecitically, and formally, the very ſame thing makes 
a Nation , ora fewer number, to be Chriſts Church ſpecift« 
cally, and formally: by reaſon whereof, when we deny, The 
Romiſh Church to haue the natwre of the Church , we deny it to 
hane the natare of A Churcb.

.and defenda good cauſe : Wherefore the naughrineſle ofa per- 
don inferreth not badneſle vpon a caule, or queſtion. The Ante- 

cedent is alſo falſe, we deny our feiues to be guilty as he doth 
charge vs, hebrings no proofe for his indi&ment, and there- 
fore we muſt be pronounced Refing in Curie : and ſoevery ho-

In thar ſence the conſequence ot the Propofiti- 
on is vnſound, and he brings nothing to prouc it:

ledgeth muſt proue, or loole his ation, by the 
courſe of all courts inthe world, Yet(tor this time)

reaſon for my denyall : becauſe, I delire to ſatisfe 
the Reader, and this I ſay : 

Alchough their Baptiſme want ſome tl:ings 
which of necefhitie are requyred thereunto , by the 
 Inftiturion. of Chriſt: yer, from hence will it not 

follow,that it ought tobe repeated: becauſe where 
Baptiſme 1s repeated, there a:l things cflcntia'l 
thereunto ( by Chrilts inſtirution ) muſt be want- 
ting: for repetition argues a nullitie.

"_ of Chriſts preſence tothe worlds end. Mat. 
28. 20, | 
But in the Church of Rome there be ſuch perſons. 
Therefore the Romiſh Church is a true Church, 
This Argument is implyed in the title of chap. 17. 
Pag- 48. The Propoſition is expreſlely delivered, 
pag. 50. and the proofe thereof! pag. 49. the Al- 
ſu nptionandthe proofe therof is implyecd in theſe 
words : 
There is lawfall ordinatien in the Church of 
Rome, paz.56. In the Churchof Rome there ts 
rue, 6nd lawfull ordinut ion, wherein they receiue 
commiſſion, and doe promiſe to teach the people, 
not the Popes Legends, but ont of the holy Scrip= 
tures: /othu, both Paſtor and Flack are ours,by 
admiſſion, promiſe, an ing agement : theirs, by 
abuſe anipraiſe: pag. 53. 
The concluſion is alſo implyed in theſe words : 
Shehub nx wholly loſt the face of a Church: p42.5.8. 
I aaſiyere, a (hore buiineſſe will ſatisfie this Ar- 
= gumenty 
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- gument, if wee remember what hath bcene faid 
rouching the two tormer., 

The propoſition cannot be denied, becauſe 
where the miniſtcriall tun&ion (wentioned Epheſ. 
4.8. Yis preſent,there the word and Sacraments of 
Chrift duly adminiſtred connot be wanting, ſeeing 
this funtion preſumerh that word, and thoſe Sa- 
craments; as a fountaine from whence it flowed, 
and an obie& whereaboutr it is exerciſed, as our Sa- 
uiqurs words Aft. 28.19.20, do import. 

But the aſſumption is talſe, and impoſſibleto be 
true, For, they hauc forlaken. the tountaines of 
| living water, Jer. 2. 13. whatlife therctore can 
be in them? Shall we looke for the miniſteriall 
funtion, mentioned Epbe/. 4. 8, where the words, 
and ſcales of Chriſts charter are wanting ? Surely, 
no wiſe man will, and he that does, ſhall looſe his 
longing, and his eyes ſhall ſooner faile , then the 
thing he Jookes for be found, This is enough in 
the ſtricteſt termes,to cefell this argument. 

Yet more ſpecially I anſwere : that fun&ion 
Fpheſe 4.8. implycth a double power the one of 
Turiſaidtion,and the other of Order. The firſt doth 
cxcrciſe Church diſcipline for goverment ; as im- 
poling of hands vnto ordination, &c. The other 
ad miniſtreth rhe word and Sacraments, as Bellar- 
mine truly hath it: De Rom. Pont. lib. 4 cap. 22. At 

the begining with the 10ynt conſent of all theirs, 
and ours. Now,ncither of theſe powers { of Turi/- 
17m or of Order, mentioned Epheſ. 4.8.) can be 
found in t!.c Romiſh Church: tor, they ſerve to 
gaiter ihe Sans 2 and 0 build VP the body of o_ 
verlc. 
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verſe. 12. 13. But cheRomiſh Church can have 
none ſuch:ſccing their faith is crronioug,and their 
Sacraments {hadowes, and without the true ſub- 
ltancc, 

Moreouer,ſuch as baue the poweroforder,haue 
 commiſhon Mas. 28.19. to teach divine faith, and 
adminiſter Chriſts Sacraments, bur none among 
them, have ſuch commiſton : tor, they are. admit- 
tcd, and and ordained, ts offer wp the body,end blood 
of Chri(t,a proputtator y ſacrifice, for the quick anddead, 
2s we lcarne bythe Counccll of Trent. Se/.22. Can. 
L363 

It any man thinke,thatthe Councel hath not ſet 
out the adequate nature of their power of order, 
he muſt ſhew (owe other Record (conteyning mat- 
cer of their faith ) wherein their order of Preiſt- 
hood conlifteth in more thenthis. But we knowe 
he cannot: becavule, perpetuall experience ſhewes, 
that ſo ſoaneasa Preift s ordeined, hes ſuch a ſa. 
crificer, and as he is a Preiſt, he doth noe other 
office, but offer that ſacrifice, what everels they do, 
it is an addition tothcir Prciſthood. 

They bauc the power of Iujiſdition in ſome 
ſort, namely ſoc tarre as humaine reaſon lcads 
them therevnto. They found that in the prece- 
dent of the Church; they ſawe it was comly, 
and profitable, and therefore they continew it (till 
amongRt them ; But, as we ſaid before, of the word 
and Sacraments, profefled and adminniſtred by 
them ; ſo mult we ſay of power of Iuri{(d)Qion,ac- 
cording to divine faich, they hanueno ſuch power: 
becauſe, they recciueic not from God by his au- 
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authority as a Revealer of the ſacred verities : 
{ bur, chicfly, and next ofall) becauſe, the Paſtors 
of their Church-command ic,and accordingly they 
exuircite and apply it, 

Theſe things being true, (as they are certaine ) 
The Afumprion is talle : . torthey have not that 
power of [uriſdiction whereot we reade, Epheſ 4.8. 
for that is ſuch a [uriſdiaion as is received trom, 
and imployedabour, the word of divine faith. 

Norcover, this power of [uriſdition which we 
grant the, profits them nothing : becauſe, their 
power to ordaine Elders,& exerciſe Church Dilſci- 
pline, arifing from humane reaſon, and ſerving to 
humane ends, hath no place, nor power, in conſti- 
tiiting that Church, which is (indeed) the family 
- of Teſus. 

Now we haue denied his Aſſumption, and gt« 
ven our reaſon for that denia'l: we mult ſee, in the 
next place, whatreaſon he can bring to confirme 
t1c ſame : and for that end we find three things : 
to which I anſwere joyntly, that they come too 
ſhort, becauſe they ſerue not to take away the rea- 
ſon of our deniall, and therefore are not ſuthcient 
to maintaine his Aſſumption, 

The firſt, him(elfe diſpoſeth thus : 

If they hawe not lawful er dinatiow, then hint 
wor we, for ours comes from them... 

I anſwere: this comes farre ſhort of his Aſſump- 
tion: for in that, heattributes the Mmiſteriall tun- 
Aion, (whereof we reade, Epbeſ.4.8.)vnto the Ro- 
miſh Church. In this heſpeakes onely of ordina- 
tion, which.s but one part of that funQion; ſoas, 
it 
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if he would diſpute from their ordination, as hee 
docs from their Minifteriall ftunQionz his Argn- 
ment, would proue their Church co be a true 
Church, very weak)y and lamely : becauſe, the be. 
ing, andeflencecof Chritts Church,is not conftity- 
ted by any power 'of ordination : and this is C- 
nough to fatisfie this conſequence of our Oppo. 
nent B, But we willtry him alittle further. 

Hee ſaith, Our Ordrmatien came from them, and 
thereby he indeavours to proue the forclaid con- 
ſequence : But it comes ſhort of that: The outward 
cerewony of Ocdination , (that is) the impoſing 
of hands by one that hath Dioceſan Authority, 
which weenioy and doeexerciſe,came from them, 
ſo farre {tor this time) we yeeld ; that is,that, ſuch 
Miniſters ot ours,as firſt Jed the way vnto our ſepe. 
ration trom them, were ordeined or admitted into 
the worke of.che Miniſtery by ſuch authority of 
theirs. Bur tis proues not, that our Ordination 
and theirs is the ſawe: for, ours ariſeth from, and 
15 exerciſcd about, divine faith ; ſo is not theirs, 
Our Ordination, as it ariſcth from, and is excrci- 
{cd abour, divine faith, is not received from them: 
becauſe amongltthem, that divine faith is whclly 
wanting. Ifchen any deſire ro know, how they,and 
wedoe agrec in the outward ceremony, and diſa- 
gree in the in the inward, and Spirituall life of Or. 
dina'ion , or the power of Iuriidition, left by 
Chrift vnto his Church, I anſwere, the provi. 
dence of God hath made that difference. They 
are given vp to belecue lyes, wee are preſerved 
in the truth , and faith once delivered to the 
Saints, Na: The 
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The ſecondproofe of his Aſamption;is contai« 
ned in theſe words: 

wee doe wot ordeine them anew which bawe taken 
Orders from that Sea, when thty become con- 
Verts. 

I anſwere, 1, This proofe hath the ſame fault 
with the former : Orders cannot argue the Mini- 
ſeriall funRion, Epheſ. 4, 8. becauſe that compre- 
hends morethen then this, yea, this ſcemes to be 
but the entrance 1nto the funion, and not the e(- 
ſence thereof. 2. I anſwere; The inference is alſo 
naughr. Their ordination may not be repeated 
when they turne tovs: yet ours and theirs may 
be eſſentially different, as an empty veſſe!l may not 
be reieted, and yer differs from that which is 
full: and indeed ſoe ſtands the caſe betweene their 
ordination , and ours. They haue the outward ce- 
remony, taken vp by traditton from the precedent 
and pure ages of the Church : wee haue that and 
the ſubſtance alſo, becauſe divine taith goes with 
ours, but is wanting to theirs. 

His third proofe conteineth theſe words. 

They receiue commiſſion to teach the Scriptare: 
not the Popes Legenas. 

Tanſwer, This branch came out of his owne 
braine. He never found it in any records of their 
faith. Morcover, the records of their faith are a- 
gainſt him, as Ihaue partly alledged, Num. z.and 
may further appeare by the 4. Seſl.of the Coun- 
cell of Trent formerly reported, wherein the iudg«
